The other night, hearing the children 
cough, he arose and in the dark admin­ 
istered laudanum to live of them, Clif­ 
ford, Timothy, John, Margaret aud 
Lizzie. 
The lirst two were removed to 
the Mercy hospital, where Timothy died 
the next day 
Corcorou exhibited such 
profound grief over the affair that the 
police and tho coroner thought the giv­ 
ing of laudanum was a mistake. 
Balked in ins purpose to end the lives 
of the young ones, 
Corcoran, it is 
thought, made deliberate pians for his 
act. 
The grandmother of the children, 
Mrs. Margaret Wreun, accompanied by 
her niece, Mrs. Mamie Cornett, caned. 
While they were waiting in the hall he 
did the shooting. 
Evidences of Corcoran’s intention to 
kill his children were seen iii the house. 
In one room empty whisky and wine 
bottles showed he had given the chil­ 
dren liberally of the liquor and stupe­ 
fied them. 
Corcoran was injured about three 
•years ago in a collision with a cable car, 
while driving a mail wagon. 
His leg 
was broken and his brain was affected, 
it is said. 
,>ix months ago Corcoran’s 
wife, the daughter of Mrs. Wreun, be­ 
came insane, and since that time she 
has been ail inmate of an asylum at 
Kankakee. 
“ Cornelius has never been 
right since his accident,” said Mrs 
Wreun. 
“ iii* has alwaysacted queerly, 
aud when my laughter became ill it at- 
ieeted him. 
I Ie never would have done 
such a dreadful thing if lie had been iii 
his right rn iud.” 
Hie only child to escape injury was 
Marion, 16 years old, who is at the hos­ 
pital nursing lier brother Clifford.

very substantial increases all along the 
lino.

A further restriction imposed by the 
law on tin* exempted companies was 
that they should not be “conducted for 
profit.”
